Registration papers and applications for 
calves at foot or in dam will be furnished soon after the sale. 


HEALTH 


This is one of the oldest federally accredited herds for T. B. in the State. All of 
the females have been pre-tested clean for Bangs and vaccinated. All females old 
enough will have passed a negative Bangs test within 30 days prior to the sale 
so they can be shipped into any state. Health certificates will be furnished with 
each lot sold. 


TERMS 

The terms of the sale are cash. Settlement must be made with the clerk of the 
sale before any cattle are removed from the barn. All stock are at buyers risk as 
soon as bid off. However, every precaution will be taken for their safety, and the 
management will attend to loading on cars and trucks in compliance with instruc- 
tions from purchasers.

The Veterinarian’s Observations 


On a brisk cold evening in November 1929, came my first call to 
visit Helfred Farms and assist in the arrival of a sturdy son of the Grand 
Champion, Collynie Clipper Star. There followed the privilege of observ- 
ing the herd in all phases of Veterinary work, from the time it comprised 
only a few cows until the present time. 


There were the successive calf crops from Sni Bar Golden Ring, 
Fascinator (noted for his famous daughters), Brae Lodge Headlight, Edel- 
lyn Royal Leader 41st, Sunray and his strong sons and daughters, Bap- 
ton Major, Corrimony Emperor, Killearn Conquest, 28th and Helfred 
Emperor 30th. What a list of champions and grand champions] 


There were Charlie Garden's years of management, selection and 
culling—and the blue ribbons won. 


There was the vitality of the individuals—their seeming determina- 
tion and usual recovery from the occasional pneumonias, impactions, 
etc. and the complete absence of bad eyes and lump jaws. 


There was the average annual calf crop of 85% or more and always 
the even disposition of the cattle. I have never known a cross bull in the 
herd and only one flighty cow. 


The annual T. B. test was given regularly on the dot. The Federal: 
accredited herd certificate #245605 issued 25 years ago was held 
continously. The pre-test and vaccination of each heifer for brucellosis 
before eight months of age has been routine practice at Helfred Farms 
for many years. 


The integrity of the farm operation is well illustrated by the incident of 
the well-insured cow, killed by lightning—Mr. Hubbell’s firm instructions, 
“If you have the least doubt Doc, don’t report this as a case of lightning.” 


The word “sanitation” brings to mind Ralph Filman and the big gray 
team with the manure loads each morning cleaning out barns and lots 
and one remembers Cecil Garden, Jack Jones, and Bert Thompson for 
their excellent co-operation in all of the handling operations necessary 
for the health and development of the herd.

His daughters won more Championships and first prizes than any other 
sire, including Grand Champion Female at Chicago International. Junior Champion Female and 
First Prize Get at the International. He sired many good bulls, but the most notable was Helfred 
Nimrod used with much success in the Chas. Harness Herd, Corso, Missouri.
